As we staled in our meeting of March 5 and reiterated to ihc Department early in the 
ertioon hi March 24, the introductions and executive annuric of our two-volume report 
accurately naaunartre this Office's work and conclusions. The summary letter the Department 
sent to Congress and released to the public late in the afternoon of March 24 did nor folly capture 
the context, Uiftlia, and substance of this Office's work and conclusions- We co mmunicated dial 
concern to the Department on the monung of March 25. There is now public confusion about 
critical aspects of the results of our investigation This threatens to undermine a central purpose

W hilc we understand that the Department is res tewing the full report to det e r mi ne w hat is 
appropriate for public relcase— a process that our Office is working with you to complete—that 
process need not delay release of the enclosed ttuicnalx. Release at this time would allev iate the 
misunderstandings that have arisen and would answer congressional and public questions about 
Ihc nature and Outcome of our investigation It would alto accord with the standard for public
